One tornado fatality was reported 
near louisville, Miss., about 50 miles 
southwest of Columbus, Miss. Three 
other tornadoes struck in Alabama. 
P relim in ary reports indicated no 
extensive dam age or injuries. 


A tornado watch was in effect 
through dawn for much of Georgia, the 
F lorida panhandle and extrem e 
Southeast Alabama. 
In all IO confirmed tornadoes were 
reported, five in Mississippi. 
While the Southeast was having its 
problems with severe thunderstorm s, 
the North Central area was plagued by 
severe winter weather.

was 
widespread 
from 
the 
Northern Plains across the upper 


Mississippi Valley into the upper Great 
Ixikes region. 
International Falls, Minn., recorded 
five inches of snow in 6 hours. Two 
inches was measured at Aberdeen, 
SD. 
Winter storm warnings continued 
early today across eastern South 
Dakota, northern Wisconsin, most of 
M innesota, U pper M ichigan and 
northern Ixiwer Michigan. 
Travel advisories were in effect 
early today for hazardous driving 
conditions due to snow in eastern 
Nebraska, southeast North Dakota and 
northwest Iowa.

Congress Favors 
Economic Stimulus; 
Questions Remain 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Heavy 
m ajorities in both houses of Congress 
are now on record in favor of tax cuts 
and increased federal spending to 
boost the economy. The next question 
is how to do it. 


First the Senate, on a 72-20 roll call, 
and next the House, 239 to 169, voted to 
amend the budget for the current fiscal 
year to allow tax reductions and 
spending hikes. But those votes did not 
commit the lawmakers to any specific 
plan to prime the economy. 


H ow ever, 
the 
House, 
before 
amending the budget on Wednesday to 
allow a stimulus plan of up to $16.4 
billion, indicated it prefers a one-shot 
rebate plan, such as the $50 per person 
advocated by President Carter, in­ 
stead of a permanent tax cut. 
By a vote of 258 to 148, the House 
rejected a Republican plan to reduce 
individual tax rates permanently by 15 
per cent. The GOP, led by Rep. John 
Rousselot of California, argued that 
the nation has persistently high 
unem ploym ent because “ excessive 
tax rates .... deter employment and in­ 
vestm ent.” 
Democrats called the COP tax plan 
a classic example of the trickle-down 
theory of economics in which money 
spent by the wealthy is expected to 
eventually 
benefit 
low-ineom e 
workers. 
The House budget amendment of 
$16.4 billion compares to $15.5 billion 
that Carter recommended and $17.2 
billion approved by the Senate. 
There 
are two 
key 
differences 
between the House and Senate ver­ 
sions: 
—The House plan envisions tax 
rebates or cuts for taxpayers and 
special bonuses to nontaxpayers 
totaling $12.7 billion, compared to $13.8

Tem peratures in the 50s — and more 
rain — were forecast for the Buffalo 


area today, and the National Weather 
Service issued a flash flood watch, 
based on the threat of ice jams. Tile 
service said six stream s were on the 
brink of overflowing. 
The 
Army 
Corps 
of Engineers 
shipped sandbags to riverfront areas 
in Erie, Chautaqua, Genesee, Niagara 
and O rleans counties and said 
bulldozers would be available to deal 
with ice ir. shallow water. 
The weather service said melting 
snow — up to 25 inches left from this 
winter’s record snowfall — could add 
the equivalent of seven inches of rain 
to any downpour in warm weather, 
Tile light rain that teased drought- 
stricken areas of California — about 
two-tenths of an inch in Dis Angeles 
was more welcome but less con­ 
sequential, officials said. 
National Weather Service forecaster 
Bill Hackle said that while the Pacific 


storm that came in Wednesday nor­ 
mally would be followed by others, a 
high-pressure system was developing 
that probably would block them off.

$500 million more to start con­ 
struction on such publicworks projects 
as schools and hospitals, the same as 
approved by the Senate. Carter asked 
for only $200 million more. 
—$600 m illion for special em ­ 
ployment training and jobs targeted 
for young and old Americans, who are 
hardest hit by unemployment. The 
Senate figure is the same; Carter 
asked for only $300,000. 
- $800 million for construction of 
antipollution and recreation facilities 
and railro ad and highway con­ 
struction. The Senate approved the 
same amount; Carter made no such 
request.

“ What energy shortage?” asked the 
grocery sack boy in Columbus whose 
employer cut 
operating hours to 
conserve energy last month but 
started opening 24 hours a day again 
this week. 
With temperatures wanner, gas 
supplies less critical, layoffs fewer and 
schools planning to reopen soon, some 
Ohioans may believe energy-related 
problems are over. 
But officials monitoring problems 
caused by Ohio’s worst winter on 
record know the situation hasn’t en­ 
ded, despite this week’s spring-like 
weather. I/joking ahead to March, 
they say the trend back to normal 
conditions still depends on one un­ 
dependable factor the weather. 
“ Tile National Weather Service is 
predicting 
below 
normal 
tem­ 
peratures’ for the next 30 days,’’ Chuck 
Morris of the state energy emergency 
management committee said Wed­ 
nesday. “ But that could be one degree, 
a half-degree or 15 degrees below 
normal.” 
Milder weather in recent weeks, 
coupled with emergency gas pur­ 
chases and public conservation efforts, 
has allowed Columbia Gas of Ohio to 
ease curtailments for many businesses 
and industries beginning March I. 
Alternate fuel sources are also more 
available, officials say. 
William Costello, energy liaison for 
the Ohio Manufacturers Association 
said Wednesday his reports indicate 
most Ohioans laid off because of the 
energy crisis are going back to work. 
“ If we can get a week or two of 
pretty good weather where the tem­ 
perature doesn’t get down in the teens 
and single digit numbers, we would be 
in pretty good shape,” Costello said. 
Dr. John Hug, energy coordinator 
for the state Department of Education, 
said many school districts plan to 
return to classes soon, although accu­ 
rate figures are unavailable. 
But Hug said some districts still find 
themselves in trouble because they ran 
over uniter allocations and into 
summer allocations, which begin 
March I for some gas utilities and later 
for others. 
“ So it’s still every man for himself, 
trying to do the best he can,’’ Hug said, 
adding that distichs such as Upper 
Arlington, Worthington and those in 
Stark County are buying gas from 
independent producers in an effort to 
get operations back to normal. 
At the Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio, officials are keeping a wary eye 
on gas supplies and the weather while 
they look beyond this winter heating 
season to next winter. 
“ The picture is not very clear at this 
point.” 
John 
Barrows, 
PUCO’s 
director of utilities, said of the outlook 


past February. 
“ It’s highly probable that there will 
be some subsequent curtailment in the 
summer period to assure that the 
.storage fields will be refilled by next 
winter.” 
How much curtailment there will be 
after this month depends on how much 
gas can be found and bought, how 
much the public conserves and how 
cold it is this spring, he said.

Plan Sought

National Grange told Congress today 
that all necessary steps should be 
taken to stop “ institutional giants” 
from buying up prime farm land under 
the kind of plan advocated by a group 
of Chicago financiers. 
Other individuals and farm groups 
also prepared to seek federal support 
to block t;.e plan, called Ag-Land Fund 
I by its promoters. Continental Illinois 
Bank and Trust Co. and the national 
brokerage firm of Merrill Lynch, 
Pierce, Fenner and Smith. 
The plan involves the purchase 
initially of $50 million worth of farm 
land 
through 
a 
mutual 
fund 
arrangement enabling investments by 
pension funds and other tax-exempt 
institutions. In turn, the land will be 
leased to farmers for the production of 
crops. 
Robert M. Frederick, legislative 
director of the Grange, 
said 
in 
remarks prepared for a House 
Agriculture subcommittee “this fund 
is only the beginning” and that if 
successful other plans will follow. 
“ If this fund is approved without 
question, farmers will receive more 
and more competition for available 
farm land from additional farm in­ 
vestment funds,” Frederick said. 
“ Farmers will also be competing 
against a cash capital supply they 
have no hope to match. 
“ The fund will purchase seed, fer­ 
tilizer, machinery and other needs for 
the farms with fund money instead of 
on credit, and they will also be exempt 
from paying income taxes on the 
profits from their operations.” 


Clean Air 
Rule W ins 
W ide Support 


SAN FRANCISCO (A P) - A new 
federal law, which allows an industry 
into a city only if it cleans up as much 
pollution as it makes, seems to be 
winning tentative support from local 
governments 
as 
well 
as 
envi­ 
ronmentalists. 


At a hearing conducted by the 
Environmental Protection Agency on 
Wednesday, both the California 
league of Cities and the Sierra Club 
gave grudging approval to the 
regulation, which is in effect but still 
being studied by the EPA. 


Ilene Weinreb, mayor of suburban 
Hayward, spoke for the cities’ group 
and expressed confidence that the rule 
would help industry break out of the 
“ economic doldrums.” 


She emphasized, however, that the 
league of Cities still is concerned that 
pollution 
restraints 
will 
deter 
economic expansion. 


The mayor asked tor increased 
“ understanding and accommodation 
of industry’s needs, including the 
attempt to make environmental con­ 
straints realistic.” 
Meanwhile, Carl Pope of the Sierra 
Club said, “ We’re not upset that the 
EPA is developing this policy. Ifs an 
attempt to deal with the real problem 
of under what circumstances do you 
allow expansion.” 
However, he added, new industries 
ought to be expected 
“to offset 
emissions on a significantly better 
than one-to-one basis.” He urged the 
EPA to adopt a detailed plan for how 
much pollution is to be cut.

And somewhere in a woebegone 
shed, the pattern room, a room kept 
locked, are the 150 patterns for the 
foundry’s original pride and joy, the 
Queen Atlantic range. 
In 1909, by company records, the 
Queen fetched $65, five down and a 
dollar a week. Today it will go for 
something over $1,200. 
“ We’re going to make the Queen 
again in quantity,” John Pozerycki 
said. “ I don’t believe you could 
duplicate those patterns today, all that 
scrollwork and the cherubs and the 
decorations. Pattern makers just don’t 
seem to have that artistry anymore.” 
Will artistry and craftsmanship, in 
the end, win out after all? 
W ill grandma’s Queen Atlantic 
kitchen range become the dependable 
successor to the microwave oven?

Explore Your Home Town

NEW YORK - “Television has 
indoctrinated us, the people, into an 
attitude of enduring the negative . . . 
rather than enjoying the positive." 
It almost seems like a set-up, a plot 
to improve ratings. The TV news, the 
documentaries, the serious talk shows 
make us so depressed and aware of 
evil that when the lightweight shows 
come on, they seem happier and 
funnier than they really are. Because 
of the contrast. 
Our “positive reality" in life is 
videotaped escapism. 
Howard Goldberg is a New Yorker 
who has spent the past 14 years of­ 
fering people an inexpensive, “live 
rather than televised" alternative to 
the tube. To get people out of their 
houses and apartments, he formed 
“Adventures On A Shoestring," a 
loosely organized program for citizens 
“who enjoy getting out and exploring, 
and seeing, and talking, and don't want 
to spend a fortune in the process.” 
Typical “shoestring” events include 
such diverse activities as a visit to a 
haunted mansion, informal chats with 
painters or authors, mini-lessons in 
bartending or backgammon, dress 
rehearsals of Broadway musicals, 
spring strolls across the Brooklyn 
Bridge, even tours of a funeral home. 
Althogether, throughout the year, 
Goldberg offers an average of six 
“adventures" a week to members - 
most of them at night and over the 
weekend - and his 1,500 subscribers 
pick the events that interest them, and 
ignore those that don’t. Most popular 
events, perhaps understandably, are 
the free backstage theatrical visits and 
dress rehearsals, and anything to do 
with the occult: 
“ seances with 
mediums and chats with witches and 
warlocks inevitably draw more ad­ 
venturers than bird-watches or visits 
to candy factories." 
Such is life. Or death, or whatever. 
The concept began about 25 years 
ago, when Howard Goldberg was a 
teenager who always knew where the 
“cheapie” activities of the city were 
happening. 
With 
his 
insatiable 
curiosity for the city, he kept a bulletin 
board reminding him of where to go, 
when, in order to learn the most, see 
the most, for little or no money. 
Friends were always calling to ask 
“ w hat’s going on this weekend, 
Howard?" 
Then, 14 years ago, he had an urge to 
tour the old N.Y. Herald-Tribune one 
evening, and see the papers printed. 
But the Tribune said “You need 15 
people if you want to tour the plant." 
Howard put a one-line ad in the Village 
Voice asking for volunteers, and 35 
people showed up to join him. That 
night, “ITI never forget the thrill of 
being given the first copy of the paper 
off the presses." 
Over coffee after the tour, his new 
“friends” urged Goldberg to snoop out 
m ore freebies they could enjoy 
together, and “ Adventures" was 
conceived. The first year wasn’t easy. 
He held some 50 or 60 events at which 


only one or two people showed up: 
“very embarrassing, but I believed in 
this so I held on. The worst time came 
when I wanted to tour a bagel-baking 
plant, and the only time possible was 8 
a m. on a Sunday. The plant was in 
Brooklyn. It was raining pitchforks. 
And nobody showed but me. But the 
manager was great. He gave me a 
guided tour, and two dozen freshly 
baked bagels. So it turned out well." 
Although Goldberg’s “Adventure On 
A Shoestring" title is protected by 
copyright, he feels that other ad­ 
venturers - in other towns and cities - 
should start up similar organizations. 
“I have members from 35 states, 
who come on our events during 
vacations in New York - so I know 
there’s interest everywhere in the 
concept. 
“And every city or town has people 
and places of great fascination to their 
local citizens. For instance, most 
people see their mayor or local 
politicians and public servants, only on 
a confrontation basis-when something 
has gone wrong. With an organization 
like this, you can arrange for the 
citizens to meet with the mayor, or the 
chief of detectives, say, and chat on an 
informal basis. And how about talking 
with the local clergymen? It’s like 
taking an intimate course in com­ 
parative religions. 
“ Most 
areas 
have 
various 


nationalities. One of our most popular 
‘adventures’ is going to the homes of 
different ethnic-groups and par­ 
ticipating^ their holidays-it’s a great 
way of understanding how other people 
live and feel. And how about visiting 
interesting archeological sites nearby - 
with high school teachers telling what 
they know about them. Every city and 
town has problems and plusses; why 
not get out and talk to people about 
them personally, rather than getting it 
all second-hand on TV?" 


That’s the chief benefit of an 
organization like this. “It brings back 
conversation, instills pride and gives 
more a sense of community - inex­ 
pensively.” 
There’s no big money in it for the 
organizer, Goldberg warns. Though he 
has 1,500 members, who spend $20 
each for a yearly m embership, 
Goldberg is a part-time science writer, 
and must keep working to make ends 
meet. “But I’m a person who loves the 
adventure of it - and I love meeting 
people. Our members range from 18 to 
70 years of age, are retired and in all 
manner of professions. To me, the 
people are as much an adventure as 
the adventures themselves. 


“So if you like people, like fun, and 
aren’t hooked on living vicariously 
through television - this could be for 
you.”

I am 29 and in good health. My father 
and his brother both had strokes before 
they were 60. Although I’m not really 
frightened I do find that I have more 
than a moderate concern that this 
might happen to me. Are there any 
long-range programs that I should 
consider in order to avoid a stroke? 
Mr. K.L.B., N.J. 
Dear Mr. B.: 
The possibility that strokes may be 
hereditary is minimal. You, therefore, 
should have this cloud of fear dispelled 
by reassurance, from me and, par­ 
ticularly, from your own doctor. 
Since you are in good physical health 
it is most important that you forget the 
threat of an inevitable stroke. 
There are very definite, sensible 
ways that you can plan to continue 
enjoying good health. Much is known 
about the cause of strokes. When these 
causes are eliminated, the chances of 
stroke are markedly reduced. 
Undetected and untreated high blood 
pressure is a common factor. Marked 
obesity, 
high 
cholesterol 
and 
triglycerides in the blood, and 
unrecognized diabetes increase the 
risks. 
Tobacco is a most important factor 
in narrowing the blood vessels that 
lead to the brain. 


Regular 
checkups 
by 
your 
physician, strict adherence to a sen­ 
sible diet, control of weight, regular 
exercise, and elimination of tobacco 
will go far towards preventing stroke. 
And, of course, learning the art of 
reducing emotional tensions and stress 
is more than a superficial postscript to 
these suggestions.

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WASHINGTON (AP) — After vir­ 
tually assuring confirmation of 
President Carter’s nominee for CIA 
director, the Senate intelligence 
committee is beginning a probe into 
reports of CIA payoffs to Jordan’s 
King Hussein and other foreign 
leaders. 
Adm. Stanfield Turner won a strong 
vote of confidence from the panel on 
Tuesday after successfully defending 
his intention to retain his four-star 
rank while running the intelligence 
agency. 
That had been the only personal 
objection senators raised over the 
nomination of the 53year-old Turner. 
But he noted that nine members of the 
military have served as CIA director 
or deputy director in the past. Turner 
said remaining an admiral would cost 
him $17,000 a year, since he could 
collect a pension and his CIA salary if 
he resigned. 
Sen. Daniel K. Inouye, D-Hawaii, 
chairman of the committee, said he 
foresaw “no problems” when the panel 
meets today to vote on Turner’s 
nomination. He jokingly told Turner, 
who is chief of NATO forces in 
southern Europe, “If you have an 
assignment in Naples tonight, go 
ahead. I think you can be confident of 
being confirmed." 
The committee also planned to meet 
in private to discuss the reports that 
the CIA over a period of years has 
doled out millions of dollars to Hussein 
and certain other foreign officials in 
exchange for information or other 
assistance. 
The subject did not arise in the 
panel’s questioning of Turner on 
Tuesday, but he was to attend the 
closed meeting along with E. H. 
Knoche, the CIA’s deputy director who 
has been in charge since former 
Director George Bush left office on 
Jan. 20. 
Turner told the panel: 
—He could not visualize a situation 
in 
which he would approve the 
assassination of a foreign leader by the 
CIA in peacetime. 
—He believes in criminal penalties 
for agency employes and former 
employes who violate their required 
oath of secrecy by divulging classified 
information, and would help draft 
legislation to establish such sanctions. 
—The cumulative annual budget for 
all intelligence activities should be 
made public. 
—If a President ever insisted that he 
approve a CIA operation that was 
clearly illegal or improper, he would 
resign his post and report the matter to 
the Senate committee. 
—He favors strict congressional 


oversight of the intelligence com­ 
munity and would cooperate fully in 
making information available, 
in­ 
cluding details of covert operations, 
but would prefer to report to only one 
committee in each house. Seven 
com m ittees 
now 
share 
some 
jurisdiction over the intelligence 
agencies.

A psychologist at the lagan-Mingo 
Community Mental Health Ginic, he 
has worked with the survivors of the 
Buffalo Creek disaster for the past five 
years. In that time, Church has dealt 
with people who not only underwent 
the horrors of the flood but who later 
were tormented by fear and were torn 
by guilt for having survived while 
friends and loved ones were swept 
away. 
‘‘However, this so-called ‘survivor 
syndrome* has been pretty well 
resolved,’ he said. "Most of the people 
we’ve seen here have been able to go 
back to their prccrisis ability to cope." 
But, he adds, the healing period not 
only has been terribly slow, it also has 
been accompanied, in many cases, by 
a chain of painful events. The fateful 
wave loosed when the Pittston Co.’s 
coal waste dam collapsed the morning 
of Feb. 26, 1972 — claiming 125 lives 
along Buffalo Creek and causing more 
than $50 million in damages — was 
followed by a wave of alcoholism, 
divorce 
and 
other 
generally 
destructive behavior. 
Although time and modem medicine 
have helped heal these wounds, the 
scars still remain. They began to show 
each time February roils around. 
Then, too, there still are cases where 
the wound remains open. 
"Take my daughter, for instance," 
says Ailene Peters. "She has never 
gone to bed by herself since the day of 
the flood. Why, she won't even walk in 
there to the bathroom by herself, and 
she’s 6 years old." 
Ailene and I .amy Peters live at 
Iiorado, one of 16 coal camps strung 
along Buffalo Creek’s winding waters. 
Their home is some 15 miles up the 
narrow valley from the spot where the 


creek empties into the Ruyanotte 
River at Man. Their community is the 
nearest to Pittston's infamous dams, 
just two miles on up. 


Hie Peters were the second family to 
return to I/orado after the flood. Like 
many of their neighbors, they reside in 
a mobile home — on which they placed 
a down payment with the settlement 
money they received from Pittston. 
Many other Buffalo Creek families 
made similar settlements with the coal 
company, whose officials had warned 
residents they would get no more by­ 
going to court. Two years ago, Pittston 
paid $13.5 million in settlement of a 
suit representing some 600 survivors. 
This came to something like $13,000 
per person, before legal fees to Arnold 
& Porter, the Washington, D.C., law 
finn which handled the suit. 
More recently, the state settled a 
$100 million damage suit for $1 million. 
Just last month, 
a 
group of 63 
residents, who were children at the 
time of the flood, sued Pittston for $36 
million. They alleged they had suf­ 
fered permanent pain and anguish 
because of the company’s negligence.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohioans 
in the northern part of the state tend to 
take energy and 
environmental 
problems more seriously than their 
southern counterparts, a survey 
conducted just before the current 
energy crisis set in shows. 
The survey, made for the Ohio 
Energy Resource and Development 
Agency by William B, Moreland, an 
Ohio State 
University 
research 
associate, was turned over to ERDA 
earlier this week. 
ERDA commissioned the survey to 
glean attitudes of Ohioans and hopes to 
put the information to use in changing 
the way residents view the problem of 
conserving the state’s dwindling 
energy reserves, especially natural 


gas. 
Rural residents questioned during 
the survey tended, on the question of 
Ohio’s most serious problem, to side 
with the north. Twenty-two per cent of 
the rural population sampled cited 
energy. 


In the Cleveland area, 26 per cent 
mentioned energy as the most serious 
problem facing the state. 
The number of respondents naming 
energy drops off significantly, the 
survey 
shows, 
in 
the 
south. 
In 
Columbus and Cincinnati only IO per 
cent of those polled listed energy as the 
No. I problem confronting Ohio.

Akron respondents 
more nearly reflected the southern 
attitude while those polled in Dayton 
seemed more attuned to the Cleveland 
attitude. 
leaving aside the question of what 
problem seems to be the worst, the 
pollsters then asked those responding 
to evaluate the seriousness of the 
energy problem for both Ohio and the 
United States, 
In each section of the state, persons 
responding to the poll felt the energy 
problems of the United States as a 
whole were greater than those of Ohio. 
In the rural sector, 38 per cent said it 
felt the national energy problem was 
very serious while only 29 per cent of 
that sector said the same for Ohio. 
The drop m the appraisal of the 
seriousness of the national situation as 
compared to the Ohio problem was 
roughly equivalent except in Akron 
where 48 per cent called the country’s 
problem very serious while 45 per cent 
said the same for Ohio’s outlook. 
Conservation measures taken by 
Ohioans also, the survey shows, 
follows the north-south split with rural 
residents reflecting the northern at­ 
titude. 
In rural areas, the surey found that 
60 per cent to 70 per cent have taken 
measures to prevent heat loss from 
homes. The same was found in the 
northern cities, while less than a 
majority of those .surveyed in the south 
had taken the same measures. 
In response to the statem ent

Cincy M ay 
Sue EPA 
For ‘Failure’ 


CINCINNATI (A P ) - A city 
councilman has called on Cincinnati to 
take 
the 
U.S. 
Environmental 
Protection Agency to court for what he 
calls a failure to protect the city’s 
drinking water supplies. 


Springer said he planned to ask the 
City Council today to file suit against 
the federal agency for alleged 
violations of the Safe Drinking Water 
Act. 


The action comes in the wake of the 
passage by the city of a 70-ton 
chemical slug of carbon tetrachloride. 
The chemical was discharged from a 
point somewhere on the Kanawha 
River in West Virginia, EPA officials 
believe. 
“ I think in granting a license to 
pollute the river without establishing 
serious monitoring procedures, the 
EPA went against the interests of the 
law,” said Springer, who said he has 
gathered considerable support for his 
proposal. 
“ I think the courts should decide this 
issue.” 
The councilman said he believed 
that the burden should be on the in­ 
dustry to prove that it is not polluting. 
Four companies have been granted 
permits by the federal government to 
discharge certain amounts of carbon 
tetrachloride. They are responsible for 
monitoring their own discharges, with 
periodic EPA checks. 
Since the discovery of the slug last 
Friday, the EPA monitoring efforts 
have been increased.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - If he 
didn’t know it already, Gov. James A. 
Rhodes is learning there are plenty of 
smartalecks out there. 
‘‘Have visitors and guests only in 
winter,” wrote one respondent. “ TTieir 
body heat will cut your fuel bill. 
Explain to friends and in-laws that you

That was one suggestion offered to 
the governor, who is scouring North 
America for natural gas and solutions 
to Ohio’s energy crisis. 
The state spent about $12,000 
recently on newspaper advertisements 
soliciting gas supplies in the South­ 
west. The governor and his top energy 
advisors also have made flying trips to 
Canada, Texas and Oklahoma beating 
the bushes for gas supplies. 
Peter Susey, deputy director of the 
Ohio

and 
Development Agency, has seen most of 
the replies solicited by the advertising 
campaign and notes that many show 
little sympathy for Ohioans and their 
gas crisis. 
‘‘Some people have just tom the ad 
out of their papers and scrawled four- 
letter words on it and mailed it in,” 
Susey said. 
Other thoughtful tips for the 
governor: 
—‘‘Avoid using petroleum based 
charcoal lighter on picnics. Use 
precision ground magnifying glass 
fueled by ever renewable solar energy 
to start your fire.” 
—An 11-year-old in Elyria, Ohio 
wrote asking for a list of schools that 
would be closed. “ The reason I would 
like to know is because if the schools 
shut down we kids will have to go to 
school in the summer and I ’m sure you 
would not like to go to school in the 
summer if you were a kid.”

WASHINGTON IAP) - Despite an 
initial Senate victory, P resident 
C a rte r’s

program still faces some big obstacles, 
and it isn’t just Republicans who are 
complaining. 
The next preliminary test for the 
package of tax cuts and spending hikes 
comes in the House, which planned to 
vote today on whether to amend the 
current budget to make room for some 
special economic medicine. 
The House is expected to have little 
trouble approving the budget changes, 
but it will be a month longer before 
Congress decides finally whether the 
stimulus will include the 150-per- 
person tax rebate that Carter has 
proposed. It is on that question that the 
big fight will come. 
The Senate voted 72-20 on Tuesday to 


add $17.2 billion to the budget to ac­ 
commodate a stimulus program. That 
is $1.7 
billion more than 
Carter 
proposed and about the same as the 
House Budget Com m ittee recom ­ 
mended. 
Several senators who voted for the 
budget changes said they were doing 
so despite reservations about C arter’s 
proposals. They singled out the rebate 
plan for criticism as wasteful and 
ineffective. 
The 38 Republican senators already 
are publicly committed against the 
rebate, favoring instead a permanent 
tax cut for individuals. The number of 
Democrats who feel that way is 
growing. 
At least a half-dozen Democratic 
senators are openly opposing the 
rebate.

Sees Pro S p o rts Woes 


NEW YORK 
I AP) - Professional 
sports has become a giant octopus 
threatening to devour its own ten­ 
tacles, warns David “Sonny” Werblin, 
the man behind America’s richest and 
busiest playpen. 
“The thing that bothers me most 
about sports today is that there are so 
many events and they’re all so ex­ 
pensive,” adds the 66-year-old boss of 
the Meadowlands, the $340 million 
complex across the Hudson River in 
New Jersey. 
“I sometimes get the feeling that 
they are feeding on themselves — 
football, baseball, basketball, horse 
racing, hockey, all with overlapping 
schedules gnawing away at the 
spectator dollar. 
“No doubt about it, they are forcing 
a choice on the part of the customer. It 
has become a survival of the fittest. In 
inflation, how high is up?” 
Werblin, known in the theatrical 
world as the onetime talenthunting 
giant of the Music Corporation of 
America and in sports as the man who 
signed Joe Namath to a $400,000 con­ 
tract, carries the title of chairman of 
the New Jersey Sports and Exposition 
Authority. 
The sprawling complex, which in­ 


cludes the 76,000-seat Giants Stadium 
and a modem harness track, has been 
grabbing off headlines lately as a 
threat to New York as the sports 
capital of the East. 
After picking up the homeless Giants 
football team, the Meadowlands came 
close to plucking the New York Jets 
from Shea Stadium — a move th­ 
warted 
by negotiations and com­ 
promises on the mayoral level. 
On Wednesday, Werblin announced 
the Meadowlands would host two old 
football rivalries in 1977 — Notre 
DameArmy on Oct. 15 and Army-Pitt 
on Nov. 12, reviving memories of 
KnUte Rockne, Jock Sutherland and 
Red Blaik. 
Already the harness track is the 
most successful in the country, having 
drawn 2.2 million spectators since 
Sept. I and an average mutuel handle 
of $1.6 million a night. This winter, its 
crowds have doubled those of the 
Aqueduct thoroughbred track in New 
York. 
Another report this week was that 
the U.S. Tennis Association, disen­ 
chanted with Forest Hills, might take 
its 96-year-old championships across 
the river.

N e w Fishing Records M a d e In '7 6 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
New Ohio fish records verified for 
1976 ranged from the monumental to 
the miniscule. 
On the upper end of the size scale 
was a 29-pound 8-ounce striped bass 
caught in Grand I,ake St. Marys on 
May 
7 
by 
Mike 
McMurray 
of 
Wapakoneta. 
Also in a definite lunker category 
was the 13-pound 2-ounch largemouth 
bass taken from a farm pond on May 26 
by Roy Landsberger of Kensington, 
Ohio. 
In the cellar, size-wise, was a 1- 
pound 2-ounce sauger caught in 
Maumee Bay April 30 by Gary R. 
Swailes of Toledo. As a species, sauger 
rarely exceed seven pounds, so even 
large specimens are not giants among 
fishes. Three to five-pound saugers are 
worth bragging about. 
The reason a 1-pound 2-ounce sauger 
was recognized last year is that 1976 
was the first year the species has been 
eligible for record consideration. 
Until last year Ohio had 28 record 
categories, from bass to walleye, for 
hook-and-line anglers and four for 
bowfishermen. Sauger was the 29th. It 


was added in 1976 because of the 
success the Ohio Wildlife Division has 
achieved in reintroducing the species 
in I .ake Erie. 
If experience with striped bass 
entries is an example, records in the 
sauger category w ill be broken 
regularly over the next several years. 
The striper was officially recognized 
for record purposes in 1973 after sport 
fishermen began catching the new 
import 
from 
such 
stocked 
im­ 
poundments as West Branch Reservoir 
and Grand I-ake St. Marys. 
'The first striped bass record was a 
15-pounder. New records were then set 
in three successive years by .stripers 
weighing 17 pounds, 7 ounches then 25 
pounds, 4 ounces and, finally, 29 
pounds, 8 ounces last year. 
Many fishermen believe the new 
largemouth record will stand for a long 
time. A 13-pound fish is enormous for 
Ohio where cold weather limits fish 
growth compared with the year-round 
feeding cycles of southern bass.

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — President 
Idi Amin’s regime said today an in­ 
vasion force was reported in Tanzania 
six miles from the Ugandan border. 
Radio Uganda said a m ilita ry 
spokesman warned that if the Tan­ 
zanians “ attempt to enter Ugandan 
territory by even an inch,” Amin’s 
armed forces, “ particularly the 
marines and air force, would strike 
deep” into Tanzania in retaliation. 
However, the spokesman, believed 
to be Amin himself, said the border 
would remain open and there was no 
cause for alarm. 
Uganda’s relations with Tanzania 
have been strained since Amin seized 
power six years ago from President 
Milton Obote, and President Julius 
Nyerere gave Obote asylum in Tan­ 
zania. Amin’s forces fought a brief and 
successful war in September 
1972 
against 1,000 of Obote’s supporters 
from 
Tanzania. 
This 
week the 
Ugandan dictator accused Nyerere of 
helping Obote in the plot against him in 
which Amin charged the Anglican 
archbishop of Uganda and two 
Ugandan cabinet ministers were in­ 
volved. 
Amin claimed that the archbishop, 
Janani Luwum, and the two ministers 
were killed in an automobile wreck 
last week after their arrest. But there 
have been numerous uneonfirmable 
reports that they were murdered. 
Amin told foreign correspondents in 
Kampala on Wednesday that plans for 
the 
plot 
against him 
called 
for 
paratroopers from the United States, 
Britain and Israel to be airlifted from 
an aircraft carrier and dropped into 
key Ugandan towns. The U. S. State 
Department said the charge 
was 
absurd.
